Afghanistan 1 Philippines 1. 


Russia's Andrei Y. 
Vishinksy

Vishinsky charged the election of

ie said, to take into account, pro- 
visions regarding geographic dis- 
tribution of council seats.

Oct. 19 —(/P) — Sec- 
retary of State Achcson said to- 
day Soviet Foreign Minister Vi- 
shinsky is wrong in claiming that 
U. N. security council would be il- 
legal and contrary to a gentle- 
men's agreement'. 


Acheson told a news conference 
th^t as an Eastern European, 
Slav communist state, Yugoslavia 
appears to be fully qualified for 
a council scat, except that— from 
Russia's point of view — it pres- 
ently lacks complete domination 
by the Kremlin. 
Vishinsky 
said that what he 
called Anglo-American backing for 
Yugoslavia as a small nation, 
Eastern European member of the 
council would be illegal, would vio 
late a gentlemen's agreement and 
would have "painful effects" on 
United Nations affairs. 
Acheson said he though that Vi- 


shinsky had implied that there was 
a n u n d e r s t a n d i n g—evident- 
ly among the great powers —that 
ho would be able to name a mem- 
ber of the council. Acheson assert- 
ed that was an agreement that he 
had never heard of. 


In response to a question, he 
said that there had been a kind of 
practice of selecting the small na- 
tion members of the council on a 
regional basis and more

by agreement among the nations 
in each region. The council has 11 
members in all — five are the so- 
called great powers which hold 
their seats permanently and six 
are elected every two years.
